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THE 1958 ANNUAL MEETING... 


Our annual meeting will be held in the 
First Parish Meeting House in Concord on 
Saturday, July 12, starting at 10:30 a.n. 
At the business meeting, the nominating 
committee (Mrs. Leslie Anderson, Mr. Ralph 
Chapman, chairman) will present the follow- 
ing slate of officers for election to terms 
of one year each: president, Prof. J. Lyn- 
don Shanley; vice-president, Mrs. Herbert 
Hosmer; secretary-treasurer, Walter Hard- 
ing; and as members of the executive com- 
mittee for three years: Prof. Raymond Adams 
and Mr. Edwin Way Teale. 

The following proposed amendments to 
the socisty's by-laws are to be voted on: 

1. The officers of this society shall 
be ex-officio life members of the execu- 
tive committee, above and beyond the stip- 
ulated six members. 

2. Sustaining members of the society 
shall consist of those members who con- 
tribute more than one dollar but less 
than twenty-five dollars to the treasury 
of the society. ‘hey will thus be en- 
titled to a membership of one fiscal year 
in the society. 

The business meeting will be followed 
by the presidential address by Edwin ‘iay 
Teale on "Henry Thoreau anc the Realms of 
Time." The speaker of the day will be 
Prof. Frederic T. McGill of “utgers Uni- 
versity, who will speak on "Thoreau and 
Ellery Channing." 

A simple luncheon will be served in the 
vestry of the church. Those who wish to 
reserve tickets for the luncheon should 
notify Mrs. Herbert Hosmer (22 Elm St., 
Concord) in advance. 

In the afternoon a special tour of 
Alcott's Orchard House and Hawthorne's 
Nayside has been arranged at reduced 
rates. There will be a special exhibi- 
tion at the Concord tree Public Library. 

At 8 p.m. the Save Walden Committee 
will report on its year's activities at 
a meeting at the First Parish vestry. 


Members of the society are urged to 
bring with them to the meeting manuscripts 
or any other Thoreau relics of particular 
interest. An exhibition case will be 
provided for their display. 

SAVE WALDEN COMMITTEE REPOFT .. .GEHH 





The Save Walden Committee has been act- 
ively engaged in efforts to "preserve the 
Walden of Emerson and Thoreau, its shores 
and woodlands." 

Barly in the year a bill was introduced 

in the Massachusetts General Court to 
transfer the custody of the Walden Pond 
Reservation from the Middlesex County 
Commissioners to the State Department of 
Natural Resources. Members of the Commit- 
tee appeared at a hearing before the legis- 
lature's Committee on Conservation. At 
present writing, the bill has not been re- 
ported out of committee, and is likely to 
be recommended for study, along with other 
similar measures. 

The first result of the lawsuit insti- 
tuted by the Thoreau Society against the 
County Cormissioners was a temporary in- 





junction, granted on Oct. 7, 1957, by 
Judge Edmund R. Dewing against the build- 
ing of a road to the shore of the Pond, 
and the erection of a 100-foot bath-house. 
“The case then went to Judge Forte of 

the Superior Court. Judge Forte requested 
a hearing before a Master and Auditor on 
the points of law involved. 

On April 7, 1958, the Master, Nelson 
B. Vanderhoof, met whth the Thoreau So- 
ciety's counsel, Frederick G. Fisher Jr. 
of the firm of Hale and Dorr, the three 
lawyers for the County Commissioners, 
and members of the Save Walden Committee 
at the pond-side, where all significant 
changes made by the Commissioners in the 
shore-line and woodland were pointed out. 

That same afternoon the hearing began 
at the East Cambridge courthouse, and 
continued for 9 full days thereafter. 
This involved the services of court 
stenographer. 

Only the NEW YORKER could do justice to 
many features of the hearing. "Thoreau 
on Trial" murmured one spectator, when 
Thoreau's own activities with an axe were 
cited by the defense. The Committee mem- 
bers submitted to gruelling hors of seem- 
ingly irrelevant cross-examination. 

When the transcriptions of the proceed- 
ings are submitted to ths lawyers, they 
will prepare their briefs and submit them 
to the Master, who in turn will study 
them and render his decision to Judge 
Forte. 

Whatever the decision, there will no 
doubt be an appeal to the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court of Massachusetts. 

And so it stands. 

Funds are badly needed for legal fees. 
Although our first appeal for funds 
brought contributions from more than 200 
people--nearly two-thirds of the amount 

so far raised comin.; from citizens of 
Concord--much more money is needed, for 
at the moment we are in the red, as will 
be seen by the followin, figures:

$4.00. One of the most intriguing gaps 
in the standard edition of Thoreau's 
JOURNAL has been that from July 30, 1840 
to Jan. 22, 1841. Scholars had known of 
the existance of the MS for years, but 
other than letting Canby glance at it 
for a few minutes, its owner had not per- 
mitted its release. It was finally ac- 
quired by Morgan Library in 1956. And 
now at last it has been published. 

Readers expecting to find a new Tho- 
reau. masterpiece or sensational new ma- 
terial on the Bllen Sewall romance are 
going to be disappointed. There is less 
there than Canby "found" in his cursory 
glance. And Miller wisely has not tried 
to make much out of little. But they 
will find early drafts of many of Tho- 
reau's early lectures and essays, with 
enlightening comments by Miller on their 
revisions. And from about Dec. 1, 1840 
on, some superior fragments of natural 
his tory essays. 

Although it is good to have this "miss- 
ing" journal in print, actually Miller's 
long introduction, it seems to me, is 
more important than the text itself. 

He wisely does not attempt to answer 
questions on the meagre evidence of the 
MS, But he does ask some questions that 
should provoke Thoreau scholars into 
some much-needed thinking: Just how 
much was Thoreau in love with Ellen? 
Whet was his attitude towards Edmund 
Sewall? How did Thoreau and Emerson 
differ in style, technique, and out- 
look? Did Torrey and Allen adopt the 
wisest technique in editing the JOURNAL? 
These are all questions that Miller asks. 
And Thoreau students are going to have 
to do some real thinking on the subjects 
if they are going to be honest with 
themselves.
